REPORT OF THE SCHOO BOARD: 


To the Selectmen: 


We hereby file with you our report to the school dis- 
trict, as required by law. ‘The statistical table gives the 
information as to schools, and was compiled by Mr. 
Waldo from the school registers. The financial state- 
ment was compiled by Mr. Colburn, and shows the ex- 
penditures of the board for the year. The written sug- 
gestions are submitted by the chairman. 

The parents, teachers, and scholars have shown, dur- 
ing the year, more than an average interest in the 
schools. Some of the schools have more than doubled 
in efficiency. The high school has had two successful 
terms, fall and winter, and is now on its third term. 
We intend to continue this school three terms a year. 
We invite the scholars of the town to avail themselves . 
of its opportunities and advantages. We intend to make 
it in rank equal with any of a similar grade in the state. 

We have maintained eleven different schools in the 
district during the year, each of ten weeks except tho 
high school. Where we have availed ourselves of the 
law allowing the transportation of scholars, we have been 
most successful. The scholars in No. 12 have been car- 
ried to No.13 during the year. This was done in a most 
satisfactory manner by the late Richard Batten. These 
two districts united have a class of scholars not excelled 
in town. The board here was seconded by every influ- 
ence that can help a school. The schoolhouse in No 138 
is a mere shadow, and all the furniture is ancient and 
worn out. The people who are accommodated here are 
entitled to a new house, and we ask you to build one to 
accommodate all that section of the town, and raise and 
appropriate therefor the sum of one thousand dollars. 
The board hold themselves open to any suggestion that 
will benefit the schools, from all persons. We desire to 
extend the facilities of transportation of scholars to other 
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districts, and believe after trial its utility will be admit- 
ted by those most interested. 

{ deem it proper to give an account of the trust funds 
held by the town for the support of schools and for the 
benefit of scholars; to give their origin, amount, and 
management. There 
Cristy fund and the Clark fund. 

The Cristy fund was given to the town by the late 
Robert Cristy, of Dover, a native of New Boston. - His 
will bears date January 18, 1884. The bequest was in 
the second clause of the will and reads as follows: 

“9. I give and bequeath to the town of New Boston, 
in the county of Hillsborough, one hundred shares of the 
capital stock of the Boston & Maine Railroad, in trust for- 
ever; no part of the principal to be spent, but the income 
to be equally divided among the school districts of said 
town, as they now are or may hereafter be constituted, 
and the same expended in teaching the branches of the 
English language ; but no part is ever to be used in buy- 
ing land or buildings, or in building buildings, or in 
teaching any dead or foreign language.” 

The town accepted the bequest and the same has been 
duly made over to the town, and up to February 16, 
1894, the town has received $1,622.30 income from the 
same. We give briefly the law under which the town 
may receive, hold, and its officers must manage this 
fund. 

Section 5, chapter 40, Public Statutes, says: “Towns 
may take and hold, in trust, gifts, legacies . . . made to 
them ... for libraries .. . and for any other purpose 

. not incompatible with the subject of their organiza- 
tion.” 

Section 21, chapter 48: “‘The town treasurer, unless 
the trust otherwise provides, shall have the custody of 
all trust funds .. . held by the town, and shall keep a 
separate account with each trust.” 

Section 20; chapter 48: ‘“ ‘The town treasurer... 
snall pay out the same only upon the orders of the select- 
men.” 

Section 8, chapter 43: ‘“‘ Unless the instrument creat- 
ing the trust otherwise provides, or the town shall other- 
wise direct, they (the selectmen) shall manage all trust 
gas held by the town.”

Section 7, chapter 48: “They (the selectmen) shall 
keep ... a correct account ... of all orders drawn by 
them and of all their other financial transactions in be- 
half of the town.” 

Section 11, chapter 43: “At the close of each fiscal 
year, the selectmen shall make a report to the town, giv- 
ing... aseparate account of each trust fund held by 
the town, showing its income, the expenditures made in 
its administration .. .” 

Acts of 1893, chapter 24: “The fiscal year of towns 
shall end with the fifteenth day of February.” 

Section 13, chapter 89: ‘“ Every district situate in two 
or more towns shail be entitled to its just proportion of 

. income of school funds, according to the valuation 
of polls and property taxable therein.” 

It is unnecessary to quote the sections of the statutes 
giving the school board the authority over all school 
moneys, and making the district treasurer the depository 
of the same, subject to the order of the school board. 
When this will was executed in 1884, the town was 
divided into seventeen school districts, but the legislative 
session of 1885 abolished the district system. Now we 
have the town district and district No. 1, which was 
united with Amherst, many years ago, by act of legis- | 
lature which has not been repealed. 

In administering this trust, the first question that arises 
is how much district No. 1 is entitled to. Section 18, 
chapter 89, above quoted, determines this easily. 

The whole valuation of the town, as returned by the 
selectmen, April, 1893, was $763,601, and of district 
No. 1, $8,117. The treasurer has received, up to 
February 16, 1894, $1,622.30. Therefore, as $793,601 
is to $8,117, so is $1,622.30 to $17.24,. what must be 
expended in district No. 1, and the balance, $1,605.06, 
must be expended in the town district. The next ques- 
tion is as to what uses this fund may be applied. The will 
gives the prohibited subjects. The statutes provide for 
the carrying of scholars and furnishing of text-books. 
Then this can be used for supplying teachers, school fur- 
niture, and apparatus, fuel, and superintending or board 
of education services. And we know of no better way 
a part of it can be used than for services of the board, 
for our schools need closer supervision. Therefore we 
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come to the following conclusion: It is the selectmen’s 
duty to cause this money to’ be paid into the treasury of 
the district, and give the school board notice as follows : 


To the School Board of New Boston : 


We hereby give you notice that this day we have 
caused to be paid to the treasurer of the school district 
$—_-, the same being from the income of the Cristy 
fund, which you will cause to be expended in district 
No. 1 (or in the town school district), according to the 
will of said Robert Cristy, a copy of which is hereto an- 
nexed for your guidance. Ifyou wish to expend any of 
said fund for any purpose except teachers’ wages, you 
will apply to this board in writing, stating particulars. 
You will make a report to this board by February 15, 
189-, how much of said fund you have expended, where, 
and for what purpose. 


Selectmen of New Boston. 


These reports should show annually what has been 
done with this money. The equable and just distribu- 
tion of the fund lies with the school board, under order 
from the selectmen. It should be administered with the 
greatest care and honor, according to the bequest.

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The second fund in which the town has an interest 
was given by Mrs. Caroline ‘D. Clark, of Nashua, a native 
of Francestown. The third section of her will reads: 

“Third. All the rest, residue, and remainder of my 
estate, wherever found and however situated, I give, be- 
queath, and devise in trust for the benefit of the poor 
and needy school children of the towns of Francestown 
aforesaid and New Boston, in said county, to assist in 
educating them, said legacy to be divided equally be- 
tween said two towns, and to be held in trust for the 
purpose aforesaid by a trustee to be appointed by the 
judge of probate for said county, said trustee having the 
sole power and discretion to expend said fund as in his 
judgment shall be for the best interest of said poor chil- 
dren.” 

Mrs. Clark was deaf and dumb. Her maiden name 
was Caroline D. Dennison, and she was a sister of our 
townsman, David D. Dennison. The will was proven 
February 26, 1884. Eben Dodge was appointed trustee 
on petition of the selectmen of New Boston, January 12,
